PETITION  ESTABLISHING  THE 
BOROUGH  OF  COLLINGDALE 


To  the  Honorable  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions 
of  the  Peace  of  the  County  of  Delaware. 

The  petition  of  the  undersigned  freeholders  re¬ 
siding  in  the  village  of  Collingdale,  in  the  County 
of  Delaware  respectfully  represents: 

1.  That  the  incorporated  Borough  of  Darby 
in  the  said  County  of  Delaware,  includes  within 
the  limits  two  or  more  separate  villages  one  of 
which  is  the  said  Village  of  Collingdale. 

2.  That  the  said  Village  of  Collingdale  con¬ 
tains  a  collection  of  houses  collocated  after  a  re¬ 
gular  plan  in  regard  to  streets  and  lanes  and  that 
the  petitioners  are  freeholders  residing  within  the 
limits  thereof,  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  are  de¬ 
sirous  that  the  said  village  should  be  set  off  and 
divided  from  the  said  borough  of  Darby  and  erec¬ 
ted  and  incorporated  into  a  new  and  separate  Bor¬ 
ough  under  the  name  of  the  Borough  of  Colling¬ 
dale  according  to  the  following  boundaries. 

Beginning  at  a  stone  at  North  west  Corner  of 
the  Borough  of  Darby,  thence  South  Twenty  Se¬

HISTORY  OF  THE 
BOROUGH  OF  COLLINGDALE 


The  Borough  of  Collingdale,  Delaware  Coun¬ 
ty,  Pennsylvania,  located  in  the  southeast  area  of 
the  state,  has  an  area  of  .087  square  miles  and 
was  created  by  charter  granted  by  the  courts  of 
Delaware  County  on  December  23,  1891. 

In  order  to  have  a  knowledge  of  the  history  of 
this  area  prior  to  the  creation  of  the  borough,  let 
us  go  back  to  the  early  history  of  the  state  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  Between  1682  and  1773,  Pennsylvania 
was  divided  into  counties.  The  first  three  counties 
established  were  Philadelphia,  Bucks,  and  Chester. 
Prior  to  1682  there  were  few  settlers  in  the  Darby 
area,  but  with  the  arrival  of  William  Penn  in  1682 
at  Upland,  now  known  as  Chester,  many  persons 
arrived  and  settled  in  this  area.  From  what  was 
known  as  Upland,  the  settlers  spread  out  into  the 
surrounding  areas  and  three  townships  were 
created:  Chester  (1682);  Concord  (1683);  and 
Darby  (1683). 

The  boundaries  of  Darby  Township  were  set 
by  creeks  and  land  grants,  some  of  which  were 
of  Swedish  and  Dutch  origin  and  were  established 
before  the  arrival  of  William  Penn.  For  example, 
prior  to  1606,  Calcoone  Hook,  which  was  an 
ancient  Swedish  settlement,  had  been  recognized 
as  a  separate  municipal  district.  However,  Derby 
Liberty  and  Calcoone  were  eventually  combined; 
the  area  of  the  resulting  township  was  estimated 
at  eighteen  and  one-half  square  miles.  Within  this 
township,  on  one  of  the  large  creeks,  a  settlement 
was  established  and  a  mill  erected.  This  settlement 
became  known  as  Darby  Village,  which  is  sup¬ 
posedly  named  after  the  town  of  Derby  in  Eng- 
lahd.

The  chief  governmental  officers  of  Darby  Vil¬ 
lage  were  constables  and  overseers  of  the  poor. 
In  1747  the  township  was  divided  into  Northern 
and  Southern  sections  which  were  referred  to  as 
Upper  Darby  and  Lower  Darby.  From  1747  to 
1786  there  were  many  disputes  over  the  bound¬ 
ary  lines  of  the  two  areas  of  Darby  Township. 
Finally,  on  September  30,  1786,  the  Quarter  Ses¬ 
sion  Court  granted  a  petition  to  divide  the  town¬ 
ship  and  set  permanent  boundaries. 

During  the  year  1789,  by  Act  of  the  General 
Assembly,  the  county  of  Chester  was  divided  and 
a  part  thereof  was  named  Delaware  County.  This 
new  county  consisted  of  that  section  of  Chester 
County  which  was  known  as  Chester,  Concord, 
and  Darby  Townships.  By  an  act  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture,  Darby  was  now  located  in  Delaware  Coun¬ 
ty  as  it  is  known  today. 

From  1786  until  1852,  the  existing  boundaries 
of  the  township  remained  the  same.  In  1853  the 
area  known  as  Darby  Village  made  application 
for  and  was  granted  a  charter  to  incorporate  as 
a  borough.  A  map  of  the  original  area  of  Darby 
Township  dated  1884  shows  three  distinct  areas: 
Darby  Township;  Upper  Darby  Township;  and 
Darby  Borough. 

The  boundaries  of  the  borough  of  Collingdale, 
as  created  by  the  charter,  were  not  the  same  as  we 
know  them  today.  The  original  charter  covered  an 
area  bounded  as  follows :  on  the  east  by  Springfield 
Road  from  Chester  Pike  to  what  is  known  today  as 
Riveley  Avenue;  on  the  north  by  Riveley  Avenue 
from  Springfield  Road  to  Clifton  Avenue;  on  the 
west  by  Clifton  Avenue  from  Riveley  Avenue  to

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the  B.&O.  Railroad;  on  the  south  by  Chester  Pike 
and  the  B.&O.  Railroad  to  Clifton  Avenue.  The 
boundaries  of  the  borough  remained  the  same  from 
1891  to  1894,  when  the  borough  was  enlarged 
by  Ordinance  No.  20,  passed  in  1894,  annexing 
a  portion  of  Darby  Township  from  Clifton  Ave¬ 
nue  to  west  of  Lafayette  Avenue  to  Oak  Lane. 
It  was  further  enlarged  by  the  adoption  of  Ordin¬ 
ances  141,  143,  and  144.  Since  adoption  of  the 
foregoing  ordinances,  the  last  of  which  was  ap¬ 
proved  in  1922,  the  boundaries  of  the  borough 
have  remained  the  same. 

After  the  granting  of  the  Charter  of  Incorpor¬ 
ation  to  become  a  borough  by  the  courts  of  Dela¬ 
ware  County  on  December  23,  1891,  it  was  neces¬ 
sary  that  a  form  of  government  be  established. 
Although  the  record  does  not  show  how  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  first  council  were  determined,  it  is  as¬ 
sumed  that  they  were  appointed  by  the  courts 
when  the  charter  was  issued.  The  following  men 
served  as  the  first  Council  for  the  Borough  of  Col- 
lingdale:  H.  F.  La  Roche,  Burgess;  H.  K.  Hart¬ 
man,  L.  P.  Stradley,  Joseph  W.  Heining,  Albert 
Halst,  George  K.  Rambo,  and  E.  M.  Royal,  Coun- 
cilmen. 

The  first  meeting  of  council  was  held  on  Janu¬ 
ary  13th,  1892,  in  the  office  of  Mr.  LaRoche. 
The  first  clerk  of  council  was  A.  F.  Nicholas;  the 
first  treasurer  was  A.  S.  Barke;  and  the  first  soli¬ 
citor  was  V.  G.  Robinson,  Esq.  After  organizing 
the  council,  the  next  business  was  the  creation  of 
committees.  The  following  committees  and  chair¬ 
men  were  appointed  at  the  second  meeting  on 
January  18th,  1892:  Highway — G.  K.  Rambo; 
Finance — L.  P.  Stradley;  Footwalks — E.  M.  Ro¬ 
yal;  Police — J.  W.  Henning;  Fire — H.  K.  Hart¬ 
man;  Lamps — Albert  Halst;  Sanitation — G.  K.

Rambo.  At  this  meeting,  Mr.  E.  M.  Harris,  Jr.  was 
appointed  borough  surveyor,  the  first  borough 
debt  in  the  amount  of  $300.00  was  created  by 
note,  and  the  First  National  Bank  of  Darby  was 
named  official  depository. 

From  a  review  of  the  ordinances  that  were  first 
adopted,  some  idea  of  the  borough  of  Collingdale 
at  that  time  can  be  determined.  There  were  few 
houses  and  a  lot  of  open  land;  it  was  basically 
like  a  farm  area,  because  the  first  ordinance 
adopted  prohibited  cattle  and  swine  running  at 
large.  Thus,  the  original  borough  council,  organ¬ 
ized  and  functioning  in  order  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  community,  provided  an  early  precedent  for 
the  activities  of  the  succeeding  councils  of  Colling¬ 
dale. 

COLLINGDALE’S  EARLY  HERITAGE 
IN  ITS  STREET  NAMES 

Collingdale’s  75th  anniversary  caused  me  to 
wonder  about  its  past  history.  One  thing  which 
struck  me,  in  reading  through  the  various  his¬ 
tories  of  Delaware  County  was  the  similarity  of 
many  of  the  street  names  in  Collingdale  with  the 
names  of  the  early  settlers  of  the  community.  I 
do  not  intend  to  declare  that  these  streets  were 
named  for  these  people,  but  to  show  how  far  back 
these  family  names  go.  It  is  entirely  possible  that 
the  streets  were  named  for  later  descendants  of 
the  early  settlers. 

John  BARTRAM — settled  on  a  farm  west  of 
Darby  Creek.  He  had  three  sons,  John,  Isaac,  and 
William,  and  a  famous  grandson,  John  Bartram, 
America’s  first  botanist.

After  graduation  ( 1 908 )  and  one  year  of  in¬ 
ternship  at  Phoenixville  Hospital,  he  began  his 
practice  at  510  Parker  Avenue  (now  MacDade 
Boulevard)  in  1909,  later  moving  to  615  Parker 
Avenue. 

Throughout  his  years  of  service,  he  has  held  the 
following  offices:  Coroner’s  Physician;  Public 
School  Medical  Examiner;  doctor  on  Board  of 
Health;  chief  of  local  Selective  Service  Board 
during  World  War  II;  medical  examiner  for  Na¬ 
tional  Life  and  Accident  Insurance  Company  and 
Metropolitan  Insurance  Company.  In  1958  he  re¬ 
ceived  a  plaque  from  the  Medical  Society  com¬ 
memorating  his  first  half-century  as  a  physician. 

A  basketball,  football,  and  baseball  fan,  an  avid 
fisherman  and  tennis  champion  (1924  Delaware 
County  Singles  Champion),  he  still  plays  tennis 
and  fishes  every  week.

HISTORY  OF  COLLINGDALE 
HIGH  SCHOOL 

Collingdale  Borough,  originally  a  part  of  Darby 
Borough  and  Darby  Township,  was  chartered  in 
1891,  but  Collingdale  public  schools  began  a  year 
before  that  when  Miss  Margaret  Harris,  who  was 
to  teach  in  the  borough  for  the  next  46  years,  held 
the  first  class  in  a  small  room  in  the  back  of 
Eliskey’s  store.  The  first  school  building,  a  one 
room  affair,  was  located  at  Hibberd  and  Clifton 
Avenue.  Within  two  years  it  was  necessary  to  hold 
classes  in  the  firehouse  and  in  a  room  over  the  old 
post  office.  It  was  1915  before  the  children  of  the 
lower  end  of  the  borough  moved  to  the  Pusey 
Avenue  School. 

In  October,  1 849,  due  to  the  increased  popula¬ 
tion,  the  Bartram  Avenue  School  was  built  and 
occupied.  In  1937  the  school  was  renamed  in 
honor  of  Miss  Harris. 


In  1927  the  Senior  High  School  was  erected. 
Additions  of  more  classrooms  and  the  gymnasium 
were  completed  in  1935. 

The  teaching  staff  of  Collingdale  High  has  la¬ 
bored  long  and  hard  to  establish  a  program  of 
education  under  the  careful  administration  of  Jo¬ 
seph  Carey,  Zeno  Baldelii,  Edwin  Tufts,  Frank 
Hartzel,  Francis  Ambrose,  Harry  Mercer,  and 
Charles  Hable.  The  Senior  High  has  provided  ex¬ 
cellent  academic  and  commercial  training  as  well 
as  practical  training  in  the  home  economics  and 
industrial  arts.  Adequate  provision  has  been  made 
for  library  work,  vocal  and  instrumental  music, 
and  a  well-rounded  program  of  extra  curricular 
activities  including  athletics,  clubs,  publications, 
dramatics,  and  student  government.

THE  WOMEN  S  CLUB 

Since  its  inception  on  September  17,  1936,  at 
the  home  of  Mrs.  Samuel  Palmer  (now  Mrs.  Wal¬ 
ter  Bardsley),  the  Women’s  Club  of  Collingdale 
has  been  an  outstanding  group,  working  for  what¬ 
ever  has  been  best  for  the  most  people  of  the 
town.  At  the  first  meeting,  the  following  officers 
were  selected:  the  late  Mrs.  Charles  Johnston¬ 
secretary;  Mrs.  George  Van  Stavoren-treasurer; 
Mrs.  Palmer-vice-president;  and  Mrs.  Charles 
Kelly-president.  The  Collingdale  American  Le¬ 
gion  invited  the  group  to  meet  temporarily  at  the 
Legion  Home  on  Clifton  Avenue. 

Almost  immediately  the  club  formed  plans  and 
adopted  ways  and  means  of  establishing  a  public 
library  which  they  felt  was  badly  needed  by  the 
school  children.  After  a  successful  campaign  for 
funds,  the  library  was  opened  on  May  17,  1937, 
at  711  MacDade  Boulevard  (a  former  taproom). 
The  library  flourished  and  is  still  in  operation  on 
MacDade  Boulevard  adjacent  to  the  Episcopal 
Church,  manned  and  maintained  by  the  women  of 
the  club.  Besides  maintaining  the  library,  the  club 
also  organized  the  first  playground  and  is  still  fill¬ 
ing  Christmas  baskets  for  the  poor  and  needy. 

During  Mrs.  Thomas  MacFarland’s  administra¬ 
tion  as  president,  a  Junior  Club  was  formed,  a 
really  active  group  of  younger  women  who  in 
turn  organized  a  Pre-Teen  Club  under  Mrs.  Helen 
Patzek. 

All  in  all,  the  Women’s  Club  of  Collingdale 
stands  as  an  inspiration  to  the  younger  people  of 
the  borough. 


TROLLEY  SERVICE 

Trolley  service  between  Darby  and  Chester 
was  established  December  24,  1900  by  the  Darby, 
Media  and  Chester  Street  Railway  Co.,  which 
later  became  a  part  of  the  Philadelphia  Rapid 
Transit  Company,  predecessor  of  Philadelphia 
Transportation  Company. 

The  line  is  described  as  operating  “from  Chester 
Pike  &  Parker  Ave.,  Darby,  via  Parker  Ave.,  3rd 
St.,  Haverford,  Arlington,  Belmont,  Harrison, 
Jefferson,  Private  Right-of-Way,  Bullens  Lane, 
Private  Right-of-Way,  17th,  Walnut,  13th,  Up¬ 
land,  6th  to  6th  &  Welsh,  Chester,  returning  by 
the  same  route.” 

In  January  1904  the  route  was  extended  in 
Darby  via  Private  Right-of-Way  from  Chester 
Pike  &  Parker  Ave.  to  the  terminal  at  9th  &  Main 
Sts. 

On  September  1  1,  1932,  buses  replaced  the 
little  orange  streetcars  on  the  portion  of  the  line 
between  Darby  and  Folsom,  while  the  streetcars 
continued  in  operation  between  Folsom  and 
Chester.  This  state  of  affairs  continued  until  May 
26,  1935,  when  the  entire  line  was  motorized. 

Bus  Route  76  continued  to  be  operated  by  PRT 
and  its  successor,  PTC,  until  January  19,  1961, 
when  this  line,  together  with  Routes  71,  77  and 
82,  was  sold  to  Red  Arrow  Lines,  Inc.,  which 
continues  to  operate  it  with  the  same  Route  76 
designation.

AMERICAN  LEGION  POST  669 

On  October  10,  1934,  after  a  meeting  of  Henry 
Morton,  Charles  Lafferty,  Dewees  Shallcross,  and 
William  0‘Brien,  the  Collingdale  American  Legion 
Post  669  was  formally  chartered.  From  its  in¬ 
ception  the  Post  and  Auxiliary  Unit  have  carried 
out  to  the  fullest  the  tenets  of  their  preamble: 

“For  God  and  Country  We  associate  our¬ 
selves  together  for  the  following  purposes :  To 
uphold  and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  of  America;  to  maintain  law 
and  order;  to  foster  and  perpetuate  a  one- 
hundred  per  cent  Americanism.  .  . 

The  byword  of  the  Post  has  always  been  ser¬ 
vice,  and  almost  before  they  were  fully  active,  the 
Legionnaires  had  a  chance  to  prove  their  mettle 
when,  with  the  cooperation  of  school  children, 
they  collected  over  700  items  of  food  for  the  vic¬ 
tims  of  disastrous  floods  in  upstate  Pennsylvania. 

But  the  late  30’s  were  only  practice  for  the  years 
ahead,  for  when  WW II  came  the  Post  saw  service

with  a  vengeance.  669’s  war  service  spanned  a 
variety  of  activities,  from  the  Post  blood  bank  to 
participation  in  the  Aircraft  Warning  Service; 
from  the  presentation  of  an  inhalator  to  #1  Fire 
Company  to  the  purchase  of  a  fully  equipped 
Emergency  Truck  for  Civil  Defense  purposes.  On 
a  less  glamorous  but  equally  important  level,  the 
Post  sent  thousands  of  cigarettes  to  servicemen, 
kept  the  boys  overseas  informed  of  home  through 
a  frequent  newsletter,  and  in  short  made  wartime 
less  burdensome  for  soldiers  at  home  and  abroad. 

Today,  Post  669  continues  to  serve  the  com¬ 
munity  as  it  has  for  the  past  three  decades,  and 
its  members  are  very  active  in  the  plans  for  the 
coming  Jubilee,  notably  in  the  Jubilee  Minstrels 
and  the  Drum  and  Bugle  Corps  competition. 

669  has  had  an  extremely  close  relationship 
with  the  people  and  events  of  Collingdale,  and  it 
is  in  a  true  fraternal  spirit  the  Post  extends  its 
warmest  congratulations  to  the  Borough  on  its 
Diamond  Jubilee.

HISTORY  OF  COLLINGDALE 
BUSINESSMEN’S  ASSOCIATION 

Collingdale  Businessmen’s  Association,  one  of 
the  youngest  civic  organizations  in  the  borough, 
has  assumed  an  active  role  in  community  affairs 
since  its  formation  in  1960. 

Seven  business  men  attended  the  first  meeting 
in  the  home  of  Joseph  W.  Dorsey,  400  MacDade 
Boulevard:  —  Richard  Gownley  of  Morrow 
Motors;  Daniel  I.  McCloskey,  McCloskey 
Groceries;  Stewart  Mears,  Mears’  Appliances; 
George  Molineux,  George’s  Feed  Store;  William 
E.  Ruthrauff,  Jr.,  Daniel  P.  Creed  Company; 
Eugene  Singer,  Singer’s  Jewelers  and  Dorsey. 
Today  the  association  has  75  members. 

Meetings  were  held  at  Sue’s  Sweet  Shop  at 
Collingdale  Avenue  and  MacDade  Boulevard 
until  permanent  arrangements  were  made  for 
regular  monthly  meetings  in  the  Marshall-McKay 
Post  5428,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  at  Oak 
Lane  and  MacDade  Boulevard.  Dorsey  was 
elected  the  first  president  in  the  fall  of  1960  and 
served  for  two  terms  followed  by  David  J. 
Phillips,  1962;  Joseph  S.  MacDougall,  1963; 
Herbert  H.  Weindel,  1964;  Francis  E.  Emery, 
1965;  and  Salvatore  Scoleri,  1966. 


Three  community  events,  sponsored  by  C.  B. 
A.  during  its  first  year,  have  become  annual 
affairs.  They  are  the  Hallowe’en  Parade,  con¬ 
sidered  the  largest  and  most  colorful  in  Delaware 
County;  a  visit  from  Santa  Claus  and  the  erection 
of  a  30-foot  Christmas  tree  on  the  high  school 
grounds  at  Clifton  Avenue  and  MacDade  Boule¬ 
vard;  and  an  Easter  display  and  parade  at  the 
same  site. 

The  association  also  sponsors  a  Hallowe’en 
window  painting  contest  in  conjunction  with  the 
Southeast  Delco  Lions  Club;  a  Boy  Scout  troop 
and  the  annual  presentation  of  a  plaque  to  an  out¬ 
standing  high  school  business  student. 

C.  B.  A.  was  established  to  promote:  a  sense  of 
obligation  on  the  part  of  the  business  man  to  instill 
confidence  in  his  customers,  to  their  mutual 
benefit;  fellowship  and  understanding  among  the 
business  men  of  the  borough;  a  sense  of  civic 
pride  in  his  place  of  business;  an  intensive  cam¬ 
paign  to  secure  new  business  and  industry  by  ad¬ 
vocating  the  rental  of  vacant  stores  and  the 
erection  of  new  buildings;  a  big  brother  attitude 
toward  all  business  men  and  to  extend  a  helping 
hand  when  needed.

The  Collingdale  Chargers  Boys  Club,  formed 
by  a  group  of  parents  who  were  interested  in 
teaching  the  fundamentals  of  football,  the  spirit  of 
sportsmanship,  and  the  ideals  of  fair  play,  was 
organized  in  1962  and  chartered  in  1964.

VETERANS  OF  FOREIGN  WARS 
LADIES  AUXILIARY 

The  Ladies’  Auxiliary  to  the  Marshall-McKay 
V.F.W.  Post  #5428  was  instituted  on  October  13, 
1952  at  the  Collingdale  Fire  Co.  No.  1  with  thirty- 
two  members.  Among  them  were  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Marshall  and  Mrs.  Alice  McKay,  Gold  Star  mo¬ 
thers  of  Joseph  Marshall  and  Donald  McKay, 
after  whom  the  post  was  named. 

From  the  term  of  the  first  president,  Gloria 
Christie,  through  the  administration  of  Mildred 
Quirk,  the  present  president,  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary 
has  been  extremely  active  in  the  community. 
Through  card  parties,  dinners,  merchandise  clubs, 
etc.,  the  auxiliary  has  fulfilled  its  principal  purpose 
of  aiding  the  men  of  the  post.  Further,  the  ladies 
also  contribute  generously  to  the  schools  for  Veter¬ 
ans’  orphans  at  Scotland,  Pennsylvania,  and  Eaton 
Rapids,  Michigan,  as  well  as  to  the  Veterans’ 
Hospitals  at  Perry  Point  and  Coatesville.  The  La¬ 
dies’  Auxiliary,  which  is  currently  involved  in 
sending  a  small  gift  to  Collingdale  servicemen 
serving  in  Viet  Nam,  also  sponsors  a  Junior  Girl 
Scout  Troop  and  helps  with  various  community 
activities. 


VETERANS  OF  FOREIGN  WARS 

The  Joseph  Marshall-Donald  R.  McKay  Veter¬ 
ans  of  Foreign  Wars  Post  #5428  was  mustered  on 
May  23,  1952,  with  one  hundred  and  four  charter 
members  at  the  home  of  Harry  T.  O’Hagan,  the 
first  post  commander. 

During  its  early  existence,  the  post  met  in  many 
different  locations,  but  ground  for  the  present  post 
was  broken  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  McKay  on  a 
late  Sunday  in  October,  1959.  Although  the  shell 
of  the  building  was  erected  by  a  contractor,  the 
remainder  of  the  building  was  completed  by  post 
members  and  a  few  interested  and  talented  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  community.  Boy  Scout  Troop  #159 
was  sponsored  in  1958;  three  Eagle  scouts,  John 
Gardner,  Gregory  Culin  and  Michael  Funcheon, 
have  emerged  from  this  organization.  The  post  has 
also  sponsored  Explorer  Scout  Troop  #2159  since 
1964. 

Under  the  leadership  of  William  B.  Spear,  the 
present  commander,  the  post  has  continued  its 
tradition  of  service  to  the  community.

A  house  and  farm  area  of  historic  value  to 
Collingdale  is  the  currently  owned  horiie  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Larry  Biggerstaff,  who  purchased  it  from 
Mr.  Reading. 

This  land  was  given  by  an  original  land  grant 
from  William  Penn  to  the  Andrews  family  who 
had  it  for  several  centuries.  Judge  James  Andrews, 
1863  and  Martha  B.  Andrews,  1870  who  in  turn 
sold  it  to  Howard  W.  Reading  in  1911.  A  son, 
Roy  W.  Reading  now  lives  at  324  Clifton  Ave. 
Sharon  Hill,  Penna. 

In  1837,  this  farm  covered  450  acres,  most  of 
modern-day  Collingdale.  Its  area  is  now  less  than 
2  acres. 


“It  was  built  along  graceful  Spanish  Colonial 
lines,  the  house  nevertheless  was  made  for 
stamina.  Its  stone  walls  and  partitions  rough 
casted  in  white  are  18  inches  thick,  supported 
by  massive  stone  pillars  in  the  basement.  Eight 
inch  yellow  pine  floor  boards  have  borne  the 
tread  of  many  feet.  A  Marble  fireplace,  believed 
imported  from  Italy  is  the  last  of  the  original  150 
fireplaces  that  warmed  the  rooms. ’’  (Excerpt 
from  The  Upper  Darby  News,  May  6,  1954.) 

The  Biggerstaffs,  upon  their  purchase,  had  it 
remodeled  to  suit  their  taste.

THE  BARTRAM  HOMESTEAD 

On  the  west  side  of  Springfield  Road,  half  way 
between  Darby  and  Aldan,  stands  an  old  stone 
dwelling  known  as  the  Bartram  Homestead,  named 
after  one  of  the  Quaker  colonists  who  came  with 
his  family  from  Derbyshire  in  1683  to  join  the 
little  group  which  had  settled  in  Darby  during  the 
preceding  year. 

These  early  Quaker  settlers  found  no  ready  - 
made  town  at  the  spot  they  had  chosen  for  a 
home.  Whether  the  early  immigrants  were  shel¬ 
tered  by  their  Swedish  neighbors  and  the  friend¬ 
ly  Indians  until  their  houses  could  be  built  is  not 
recorded.  Perhaps  they  made  caves  in  the  hill¬ 
sides  as  the  first  settlers  did  in  Philadelphia  and 
as  Samuel  Sellers  did  in  Upper  Darby. 

How  John  Bartram  and  his  family  were  provid¬ 
ed  for  at  first  is  not  known,  but  early  records  show 
that  he  obtained  from  Thomas  Brassey  a  tract  of 
300  acres  lying  between  the  present  lines  of  Pro¬ 
vidence  Road  and  Bartram  Avenue,  and  extend¬ 
ing  westward  from  Darby  Creek  almost  to  the 
Muckinipatus,  a  plot  marked  No.  34  on  Holmes’ 
map  of  early  settlements.  It  was  wilderness  which 
had  never  been  cleared,  but  is  was  abundantly 
supplied  with  springs  and  hardwood  timber. 

Here  the  first  John  Bartram  built  his  home  of 
fieldstone,  with  solid  walls  eighteen  inches  thick. 
Here  he  established  his  farm  and  founded  the 
family  whose  most  distinguished  member  was 
to  be  his  grandson  and  namesake,  America’s  first 
botanist. 


John  Bartram,  the  botanist,  was  born  on  March 
23,  1699,  the  son  of  William  and  Elizabeth  Bar- 
ram;  he  was  not  born  in  the  homestead,  but  in  a 
house  built  by  his  father  on  the  Bartram  planta¬ 
tion.  He  was  left  an  orphan  at  thirteen  and  appar¬ 
ently  grew  up  in  the  care  of  his  grandmother  on 
the  farm  which  he  inherited  when  she  died  in 
1723. 

i 

Although  Bartram  had  grown  up  on  a  farm, 
he  had  no  knowledge  of  wild  flowers  and  no  in¬ 
terest  in  them  until  he  reached  manhood,  when  he 
suddenly  felt  a  great  desire  to  learn  all  he  could 
about  plants.  This  became  such  an  absorbing 
passion  that  in  1728  he  bought  land  on  the  west 
bank  of  the  Schuylkill  and  laid  out  the  garden 
which  was  to  become  so  famous.  Here  he  raised 
plants  brought  back  from  his  trips  or  received 
from  collectors  in  Europe  with  whom  he  corres¬ 
ponded  and  exchanged  seeds  and  specimens. 

The  house  at  Bartram’s  Garden  is  crowned 
with  memories  of  Bartram  and  the  distinguished 
men  and  women  who  visited  him,  but  the  home¬ 
stead  in  Delaware  County  was  his  first  laboratory. 
It  was  here  that  he  began  to  botanize  and  to  plan 
his  garden  which  was  to  become  an  inspiration 
to  later  botanists  and  horticulturists.  This  quiet 
old  house,  too,  is  filled  with  memories  of  Bartram 
and  his  descendants.  It  is  one  of  the  small  number 
of  houses  in  Delaware  which  was  built  before  1700 
and  is  still  standing.  These  houses  stand  as  me¬ 
morials  of  the  pioneer  builders  of  the  community 
who  endured  the  hardships  they  experienced  in 

the  wilderness  of  America  in  order  to  win  the

freedom  denied  to  them  in  their  native  land.

THE  FIRST  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Two  years  before  the  borough  of  Collingdale 
was  incorporated  in  1891,  the  first  church,  Col¬ 
lingdale  Baptist,  received  its  charter.  Formed  in 
1887  with  only  four  members,  the  church  build¬ 
ing  was  built  on  Andrews  Avenue,  then  only  a 
dirt  road.  Since  the  original  building,  which  seated 
only  75,  had  no  Sunday  School  rooms,  classes 
met  in  the  church  before  services.  After  the  first 
year,  when  growth  was  slow,  only  10  members 
were  added  and  collections  amounted  to  $157.89. 
Yet,  nine  years  later,  when  the  church  building 
was  razed  by  fire,  the  congregation  raised  almost 
$3,000  to  rebuild.  Ground  was  broken  in  1900 
for  the  present  church  structure,  and  it  appeared 
to  be  the  turning  point  in  church  history.  Andrew 
Carnegie  assumed  half  the  cost  of  the  new  organ, 
the  1905  church  records  show,  and  twenty  years 
later  a  parsonage  was  built. 

Early  church  records  give  a  clear  picture  of  the 
times;  for  example,  in  1894  the  annual  statement 
reported,  “We  have  been  greatly  hampered  by 
debt  and  the  depression  of  the  times.”  Yet  two 
years  later  the  records  report  that  the  year  was 
the  most  prosperous  in  the  church’s  history. 

Seventy  five  years  after  its  meager  beginning, 
Collingdale  Baptist  Church  shows  the  concerted 
efforts  made  through  the  years.  The  sanctuary 
has  been  enlarged  to  seat  350,  the  pipe  organ  in¬ 
stalled  in  1941  has  been  relocated  to  a  recess  be¬ 
hind  the  altar,  a  raised  baptismal  pool  installed, 
new  blond  pews,  a  vestibule  and  rear  stairway 
added,  and  six  adult  classrooms  completely  mo¬ 
dernized  in  the  Bible  School  building,  which  was 
dedicated  in  1959. 


TRINITY  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 

The  first  service  of  Trinity  Church,  conducted 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Charles  A.  Maison,  Rector  of 
St.  James  Church,  Philadelphia,  was  held  in  the 
parlor  of  Mr.  George  Perkins’  home  on  Clifton 
Avenue  in  January,  1888.  Under  the  guidance 
of  Rev.  A.  Harold  Miller,  the  first  Vicar,  the 
cornerstone  of  the  first  church  was  laid  in  the 
spring,  1890.  The  new  church  edifice  was  first 
used  for  public  worship  on  Christmas  day,  1890. 

Many  advances  were  realized  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  succeeding  vicars  of  Trinity  Episcopal 
Church.  The  Rev.  Arthur  Hess  began  the  first 
boys’  choir;  his  successor,  the  Rev.  Augustine  W. 
Schick,  a  divinity  student  who  was  a  native  of 
Collingdale,  guided  the  building  of  the  first  parish 
house.  The  Rev.  George  N.  Holcomb  organized 
the  first  Young  People’s  Fellowship,  while  Mrs. 
Holcomb  instituted  a  Children’s  Guild  and  took 
an  active  part  in  its  work.  During  the  tenure  of 
the  Rev.  Henry  Davies,  Ph.  D.,  the  new  church 
was  erected.  Finally,  under  Rev.  Harry  E.  Kauf- 
mann,  the  greatest  period  of  growth  saw  the  re¬ 
duction  of  the  mortgage  and  the  doubling  of  the 
size  of  the  church  school. 

In  1945  the  Rev.  John  P.  McGarvey,  S.T.D., 
became  Vicar  and  has  been  here  for  21  years.  In 
January  of  1946  Trinity  Church  was  made  a  par¬ 
ish,  thereupon  becoming  self-supporting. 

Trinity  Church  instituted  the  first  kindergarten 
and  nursery  schools  in  Collingdale.  Following  the 
building  of  the  new  Rectory  in  1957,  the  old  Rec¬ 
tory  was  turned  into  the  Collingdale  Public  Li¬ 
brary.  Today  the  majority  of  the  congregation  of 
Trinity  Church  comes  from  outside  Collingdale 
itself.

THE  CHURCH  OF  THE 
NAZARENE 

In  1 894  a  group  of  Godly  persons  formed  a  con¬ 
gregation  and  worshipped  at  884  Main  Street, 
Darby,  under  the  name  Heavenly  Recruits,  later 
adopting  the  name  Holiness  Christian  Church. 
In  1897  a  frame  church  building  was  erected  on 
Chester  Pike,  west  of  Springfield  Road,  where 
the  congregation  worshipped  until  1926. 

The  congregation  united  with  the  Church  of 
the  Nazarene  in  1909.  The  first  Pastor  thereafter 
was  the  Reverend  Alan  Klegg.  On  April  9,  1921, 
the  Delaware  County  Court  granted  a  Charter  of 
Incorporation.  In  1925,  under  the  leadership  of 
the  Reverend  Walter  Nielson,  the  present  church 
edifice  and  parsonage  was  erected  at  MacDade 
Boulevard  and  Staley  Avenue.  Following  the 
death  of  the  Reverend  Walter  Nielson,  the  church 
was  guided  by  Reverend  John  Nielson  (1926- 
1937)  and  Reverend  E.  E.  Grosse  (1937-1940). 

Under  Reverend  Francis  D.  Ketner,  who 
served  from  September  22,  1940  to  June  26, 
1960,  a  three  story  Sunday  School  educational 
unit  was  built,  the  church  front  was  reconstructed 
with  new  entrances,  and  stained  glass  windows 
were  added  to  the  sanctuary.  In  1961,  under  the 
guidance  of  Reverend  Robert  E.  Zollinhoffer,  the 
main  sanctuary  was  enlarged  and  decorated. 

The  present  pastor  is  Reverend  Darrell  E. 
Luther  who  accepted  the  call  to  the  Collingdale 
church  in  March,  1966.  For  the  past  six  years 
Reverend  Luther  was  pastor  of  the  Crawfords- 
ville,  Indiana,  Nazarene  Church. 


THE  GRACE  REFORMED 
EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 

In  1894  a  group  of  believers,  inspired  by  Mrs. 
William  McCausland,  met  together  with  the  Rev. 
Francis  H.  Reynolds  and  the  Rev.  H.  Medley 
Price  under  the  banner  of  the  Reformed  Episcopal 
Church  and  under  the  name  of  Church  of  the 
Covenant. 

As  the  membership  increased,  the  place  of 
meeting  changed  from  the  homes  of  the  members 
to  a  hall  over  the  carpenter’s  shop;  later,  meetings 
were  held  in  the  public  school  building  at  Clifton 
and  Hibberd  Avenues. 

The  Rev.  George  Worrell  became  rector  at 
this  time  and  played  an  important  part  in  esta¬ 
blishing  the  young  church.  Within  a  year,  Mr.  Wor¬ 
rell  had  so  increased  the  membership  that  it  was 
again  necessary  to  get  larger  quarters;  it  was  de¬ 
cided  to  secure  a  lot  and  build.  At  Clifton  and 
Blackstone  Avenues  in  June,  1897,  the  corner¬ 
stone  of  the  new  church  was  laid  by  Bishop  Wil¬ 
liam  R.  Nicholson.  At  this  time,  the  name  of  the 
church  was  changed  to  the  Grace  Reformed  Epis¬ 
copal  Church. 

The  church  progressed  slowly  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  many  Godly  men,  and  in  the  year  1933, 
an  extensive  addition  was  made  to  the  Bible 
School  building,  the  sanctuary  was  renovated,  and 
a  new  pipe  organ  was  installed.  Under  the  Rev. 
Edwin  Bustard,  an  expansion  program  was  begun, 
and  on  October  30,  1949,  the  cornerstone  of  the 
addition  to  the  sanctuary  was  laid  by  Bishop  Ho¬ 
ward  D.  Higgins,  D.D.,  increasing  the  seating 
capacity  to  three  hundred. 

The  present  congregation  numbers  approxi¬ 
mately  three  hundred  fifty  and  our  Bible  School 
has  an  enrollment  of  three  hundred  fifty. 

Our  future  plans  call  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
education  building  to  contain  a  four  hundred  seat 
auditorium,  a  modern  kitchen,  a  rector’s  study, 
and'  a  vestry  room.

ST.  JOSEPH  S  CHURCH 

The  Parish  of  St.  Joseph  was  established  on 
February  5,  1916,  from  territory  formerly  under 
the  care  of  the  Parish  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  Sharon 
Hill.  Rev.  Otho  C.  Gromoll  who  had  been  a 
curate  at  Sharon  Hill  was  appointed  Pastor  of 
Collingdale.  The  First  Parochial  Mass  was  offered 
on  Sunday,  February  13,  1916  in  the  hall  of  Col¬ 
lingdale  Fire  Co.  No.  1 . 

On  the  Feast  of  St.  Joseph,  March  19,  1916, 
ground-breaking  ceremonies  for  a  new  combina¬ 
tion  church  and  school  building  took  place.  On  the 
following  Christmas  Day,  Mass  was  celebrated  for 
the  first  time  in  the  unfinished  building.  Several 
weeks  later,  on  January  22,  1917,  the  school  was 
opened  to  65  children  under  the  charge  of  three 
Sisters,  Servants  of  the  Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary. 

The  borough  of  Collingdale  and  the  surrounding 
territory  began  to  grow.  The  Parish  of  St.  Joseph 
expanded  its  facilities  by  doubling  the  capacity 
of  the  school,  finding  more  adequate  housing  for 
the  increased  number  of  Sisters,  and  building  a 
new  Rectory. 

Following  the  death  of  Father  Gromoll  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  1945,  the  Rev.  Andrew  P.  Lavin,  a  former 
curate  at  St.  Joseph’s  in  the  early  1930’s,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  pastor.  Father  Lavin  faced  the  problem  of 
a  tremendous  debt  and  an  ever-increasing  parish, 
with  the  eventual  necessity  of  more  and  larger 
buildings.  A  new  church  and  Rectory  were  con¬ 
structed,  and  on  January  29,  1956,  the  Most 
Reverend  John  F.  O’Hara,  Archbishop  of  Phila¬ 
delphia,  dedicated  the  new  edifice. 

For  fifty  years  St.  Joseph’s  has  grown  along  with 
Collingdale,  educating  and  ministering  to  the  spir¬ 
itual  needs  of  a  large  percentage  of  the  community. 
Scores  of  devoted  priests  who  have  served  the 
parish,  hundreds  of  dedicated  nuns  who  have 
taught  generations  of  our  children,  and  thousands 
of  parishioners  have  made  St.  Joseph’s  Church 
and  school  an  integral  part  of  the  religious  and 
cultural  life  of  the  community. 


MARINERS  BETHEL  MEMORIAL 
METHODIST  CHURCH 

In  1923  the  Methodist  Church  in  Collingdale 
was  given  the  title  Central  Methodist  of  Colling¬ 
dale  and  Aldan.  The  first  members  of  the  early 
church  met  in  their  respective  homes.  Consequent¬ 
ly,  the  church  was  formally  organized  in  the  home 
of  one  of  its  members,  Mr.  James  N.  Dann,  with 
22  members  present. 

From  1946-1948  the  present  sanctuary  was 
constructed  by  the  people  of  Central  Methodist 
of  Collingdale.  At  this  time  the  name  of  the  church 
was  changed  from  Central  Methodist  to  Mariners’ 
Bethel  Memorial  Methodist  Church.  The  original 
Mariners’  Bethel  was  located  in  Philadelphia  at 
the  corners  of  Moyamensing  and  Washington 
Avenues.  In  the  early  eighteen  twenties,  meetings 
were  held  in  what  we  would  call  in  today’s  terms 
a  “flop-house”  which  seamen  frequented.  The 
people  rented  the  loft  of  the  establishment,  held 
evangelistic  meetings,  and  quickly  grew.  Since 
many  of  the  early  converts  were  seamen  the  church 
adopted  the  name  Mariner.  The  name  Bethel  in 
Hebrew  literally  means  “House  of  God.”  Hence, 
the  name  “Mariners’  Bethel”  was  most  fitting  to 
the  early  church  because  God  “appeared” — to  the 
seamen. 

Eventually,  the  rise  of  the  manufacturing  indus¬ 
tries  in  this  area  caused  the  church  to  become 
isolated.  During  the  middle  forties,  the  people 
and  conference  decided  to  place  the  church  for 
sale.  The  money  gained  from  the  purchase  of 
their  properties  was  generously  given  to  Central 
Methodist  of  Collingdale  with  the  request  that  the 
name  Mariners’  Bethel  be  perpetuated. 

In  1960,  with  Rev.  William  Brown  as  pastor, 
the  present  parsonage  at  815  Clifton  Avenue  was 
erected.  Under  the  guidance  of  the  present  pas¬ 
tor,  Rev.  Jon  Swenson,  Mariners’  Bethel  continues 
to  provide  spiritual  guidance  and  support  to  the 
community.

THE  FIRST  LUTHERAN  CHURCH 

The  congregation  of  the  First  Lutheran 
Church  of  Collingdale,  which  originally  met  in 
Fire  Hall  No.  1,  was  organized  on  February  13, 
1921.  The  Sunday  School  was  organized  two 
weeks  later  on  February  27,  1921.  In  May  of 
that  year,  Marion  Gilbert  Richard  was  elected 
pastor  of  the  congregation. 

As  early  as  September,  1921,  the  Church  Coun¬ 
cil  looked  at  several  sites  for  the  purpose  of  se¬ 
lecting  a  location  for  a  permanent  church  home. 
It  was  decided  to  purchase  five  lots  fronting  on 
Clifton  and  Hibberd  Avenues. 

The  ceremony  of  laying  the  cornerstone  was 
held  Sunday,  May  2,  1926;  as  the  fire  hall  in 
which  we  met  was  undergoing  extensive  repairs, 
the  congregation  was  compelled  in  June,  1926, 
to  move  to  its  unfinished  building.  Each  Satur¬ 
day  morning  building  materials  were  pushed 
aside  to  prepare  for  Sunday’s  services.  Finally, 
on  November  7,  1926,  the  church  was  dedicated. 
Through  the  years,  the  First  Lutheran  Church 
has  continued  to  grow  with  the  community;  for 
example,  in  1934,  our  church  assisted  in  starting 
a  Sunday  School  and  church  in  Folcroft.  On  Oc¬ 
tober  2,  1938,  after  seventeen  years  of  service, 
Pastor  Gilbert  offered  his  resignation,  which  was 
accepted  two  weeks  later  by  the  congregation. 

A  thoughtful  perusal  of  the  minutes  of  the 
Church  Council  and  the  pastor’s  Record  Book 
will  indicate  that  the  policy  of  this  congregation 
is  characterized  by  four  objectives:  evangelism 
through  preaching,  catechization,  and  pastoral 


and  lay  visitation;  education  through  catechizing 
and  teaching  in  Sunday  School  and  Daily  Vaca¬ 
tion  Bible  School;  benevolences,  contributed  for 
the  general  work  of  the  church  at  large  (orphans’ 
homes,  missions,  etc.);  financing  of  our  local 
work,  raising  money  through  every  member  can¬ 
vasses,  public  and  private  solicitations,  and  by 
sacrificial  giving  to  meet  our  obligations. 

What  has  been  accomplished  exceeds  our  abili¬ 
ty  to  understand.  Only  one  explanation  can  be 
given:  “Surely  the  Lord  has  been  with  this 
Church.”

COLLINGDALE  FIRE  CO.  No.  1 

Collingdale  Volunteer  Fire  Company  #1,  or¬ 
ganized  in  1906,  was  chartered  in  1908  when  a 
few  responsible  citizens  realized  the  need  for  fire 
protection  in  the  town;  Joseph  Bestwick,  presi¬ 
dent,  and  J.  Poole,  fire  chief,  along  with  a  fire¬ 
fighting  force  of  36  members,  started  the  com¬ 
pany,  located  in  Floral  Hall,  Pusey  and  Sharon 
Avenues,  on  the  road  to  becoming  one  of  the  best 
and  most  modern  in  Delaware  County.  A  two- 
tank  chemical  engine,  hand-drawn  and  two-wheel¬ 
ed,  was  purchased  at  the  cost  of  $850.00  and  later 
converted  into  a  four-wheel,  horse-drawn  (or 
hand-drawn)  apparatus.  Horses  were  supplied  by 
the  local  citizens  at  the  time  of  3.  fire. 

In  1910  the  company  purchased  ground  and  in 
1913  the  first  fire  house,  which  also  housed  the 
town  jail,  was  erected. 

The  first  motorized  equipment  was  a  Model  T 
Ford  truck,  purchased  from  the  Wilson  Martin 
Meat  Packing  Company,  on  which  two  chemical 
tanks  were  mounted.  A  Peerless  chain  driven  tour¬ 
ing  car  was  obtained  and  turned  into  a  hose 
truck.  However,  in  1921,  while  responding  to  a 
fire  at  the  Wolford  Tank  Works  in  Colwyn,  the 
Peerless  truck  overturned  at  9th  and  Main  Streets, 
Darby,  killing  one  member  and  injuring  several. 


The  company  then  purchased  two  new  modern 
fire  engines,  one  American  La  France  650  gallon 
pumper  and  one  Brockway  chemical  truck,  at  a 
cost  of  $9,500,  making  the  company  the  best 
equipped  in  Delaware  County.  At  this  time,  Ar¬ 
thur  Wilson  was  appointed  the  first  borough  fire 
chief. 

With  the  growth  of  the  town,  the  need  for  a 
ladder  truck  was  evident.  A  contract  was  signed 
in  1928  to  purchase  a  City  Service  hook  and  lad¬ 
der  truck,  which  was  put  into  service  in  1929. 
In  1934,  to  further  meet  the  needs  of  the  growing 
community,  the  company  started  an  ambulance 
service.  The  first  ambulance  was  a  World  War  I

model,  procured  from  the  U.G.I.  Company  (Phila¬ 
delphia  Gas  Works).  Later,  during  that  same  year, 
a  newer  vehicle  was  purchased.  Since  the  incep¬ 
tion  of  the  service,  numerous  ambulances  have 
been  bought,  and  today  the  company  operates 
two  new  Cadillac  ambulances. 

In  1940,  the  members  built  a  triple  combination 
chemical  and  water  apparatus,  which,  after  years 
of  good  service,  was  retired  in  1963.  In  1948,  a 
750  gallon  Mack  Pumper  was  purchased  at  a  cost 
of  $15,000;  this  piece  of  apparatus  was  one  of  the 
first  enclosed  cab-type  fire  engines  in  Delaware 
County.  Finally,  in  1952,  the  City  Service  hook 
and  ladder  truck,  after  23  years  of  service  to  the 
community,  was  replaced  with  a  modern  Mack 
ladder  truck. 

In  1956  the  company  undertook  one  of  its 
biggest  steps  forward  when  its  members  voted  to 
construct  a  modern,  one  story  fire  house.  Further, 
the  company  acquired  a  plot  of  adjoining  proper¬ 
ty;  the  total  cost  of  the  new  building  and  proper¬ 
ty  was  $100,000.  Through  the  combined  efforts 
of  all  the  members,  the  mortgage  was  paid  off  one 
full  year  ahead  of  schedule. 

During  the  sixty  years  of  fire  protection  to  our 
community,  Collingdale  Fire  Co.  #1  has  grown 
from  a  small  group  of  thirty-six  men  to  over  three 
hundred  members  and  an  active  Ladies’  Auxiliary 
of  over  seventy-five  members.  From  water-  buc¬ 
kets  and  hand-drawn  apparatus  to  the  most  mo¬ 
dern  fire  apparatus  and  an  active,  highly-trained 
ambulance  service,  the  company  has  emerged  as 
one  of  the  most  modern  and  efficiently  operated 
fire  houses  in  Delaware  County. 


COLLINGDALE  FIRE  CO.  No.  2 

In  the  days  of  hand-drawn  (or,  at  best,  horse- 
drawn)  fire  fighting  apparatus,  the  hardiest  volun¬ 
teer  firemen  were  hampered  in  their  efforts  to  race 
to  a  fire.  With  Collingdale  Fire  Co.  #  1  located 
on  the  west  side  of  the  borough  at  Clifton  and 
Bedford  Avenues,  a  fire  in  the  east  side  could  be 
raging  out  of  control  before  the  equipment  ar¬ 
rived.  Thus,  a  group  of  men  led  by  Hugh  Carlin, 
Harvey  Faust,  and  Andrew  Voss  met  in  the  home 
of  one  of  the  members  at  Rhodes  Avenue  on  the 
east  side  to  organize  Collingdale  Fire  Co.  #2.  The 
company  was  chartered  on  January  31,  1917,  with 
Carlin  as  president. 

Soon  after  the  charter  was  granted,  the  company 
bought  a  lot  at  Rhodes  Avenue  and  MacDade 
Boulevard;  with  funds  solicited  from  residents  and 
raised  through  various  projects,  building  materials 
were  purchased  and  the  first  firehouse,  a  one  story, 
frame  building  went  up  quickly. 

The  first  piece  of  fire  equipment  was  a  hose 
reel,  mounted  on  five  foot  wheels  with  a  rope  on 
the  front;  this  apparatus  was  drawn  by  ten  or 
more  men.  The  company’s  initial  venture  into 
motorized  equipment  was  a  King  roadster,  bought 
from  William  McFarland,  a  member,  and  convert¬ 
ed  into  a  chemical  truck  by  the  volunteers.  How¬ 
ever,  the  chemical  truck  broke  down  after  a  year’s 
service  and  the  company  was  left  with  neither 
equipment  nor  money. 

In  this  emergency,  the  men  sold  $1,900  worth 
of  bonds  (all  redeemed  within  a  year)  and  bought 
a  Republic  chassis.  The  chemical  tanks  and  hose

caddy  were  transferred  from  the  old  truck  and  the 
volunteers  were  back  in  business.  When  other 
fire  companies  in  the  area  began  equipping  their 
apparatus  with  pumpers,  Fire  Co.  #2  lost  no  time 
in  acquiring  a  Simplex  roadster  and  a  steam  pum¬ 
per  and  pump  unit,  discarded  by  the  Philadelphia 
Fire  Department.  The  pumper  remained  in  active 
service  until  1929,  and  saw  duty  at  some  of  the 
largest  fires  in  the  district:  Sharon  Hill  School; 
Foster’s  Garage;  Wollford’s  Tank  Works;  and 
Roberts’  Filter  Co. 

In  1930,  the  company  bought  a  600  gallon 
Hahn  pumper  and  in  1937,  a  Diamond  T.  booster 
pump.  The  company’s  present  apparatus,  a  1950 
Mack  pumper,  1000  gallon  Seagraves  and  a  heavy 
duty  rescue  truck,  are  regarded  as  some  of  the  fin¬ 
est  equipment  in  Delaware  County. 

Collingdale  Fire  Co.  #2  has  been  located  at 
Mildred  Avenue  and  MacDade  Boulevard  since 
1929;  the  red  brick,  two  story  firehouse,  located 


less  than  half  a  block  from  its  original  site,  was 
built  at  a  cost  of  $29,000  and  was  recently  reno¬ 
vated  at  a  cost  of  $53,000. 

Less  than  a  year  after  Collingdale  Fire  Co.  #2 
was  chartered,  a  group  of  women  met  at  the  home 
of  Mrs.  William  Weimer,  Staley  Avenue,  and  or¬ 
ganized  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  in  November,  1917. 
Mrs.  Weimer  was  elected  president  at  the  organ¬ 
izational  meeting.  In  1920,  a  double  garage  locat¬ 
ed  in  the  100  block  of  Rhodes  Avenue,  was  do¬ 
nated  to  the  women.  With  an  addition  to  house  a 
kitchen,  this  building  served  as  a  meeting  place 
and  hall  for  their  various  fund-raising  events  un¬ 
til  the  fire  house  was  constructed  in  1929. 

Today  the  auxiliary  has  at  its  disposal  in  the 
newly  renovated  firehouse  a  kitchen  with  the  latest 
equipment  and  a  beautiful  panelled  hall  for  its 
affairs.  Each  year  a  check  representing  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  of  the  women’s  fund-raising  projects  is  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  fire  company  at  the  auxiliary’s 
Christmas  Banquet.
